Of alL the slave insurrections 
and rebeDionB f none was more 
successful than the Haitian 
Revolution, which was expcrtly 
organiüed and carried out by 
slaves. The revolution began 
with ïi slüve insunectiqn in the 
northem provmces of Haïti op 
Aujtusi 22, 1791, when the 

plant at ion s we re sei on fire and 
Whites were slaughtered. 

The chief organiter of the 
unorganiaed rebellinus slave$ 
was Toussaint L'Ouverturc. 
1’oussaint saw that more was 
nee de d if the slaves we re to gain 
Euid keep théEr fieedom. He 
preached the virtues of disci¬ 
pline and trained and hardened 
a crack corps of Black troops. 
Toussaim was a military genius 
wbo had complete contrnl of nis 
men and moved them with a 
rapïdity that seerned miracu- 
lous. Moving with ïncredibte 
speod. Toussaint defeated a 
fbroe of 40,000 Enghsh troops. 
The French lost some (5lbÜUU 
men and n rich CoVony, Napoleon 
sourecl on the Western Hemïa- 
phero and sold the Lonisiana 
Territory to America for four 
cents an acre - the biggeat reaj 
estüle bargain in history. No 
monument was ncedcd to re- 
mind ninctccnth ccntury .Ameri¬ 
ca of Haiti. Every hint, every 
tumor of a slave disaffection 
callcd back Lhe memory of the 
former Black slaves who made a 
revolutinn and made it stick.

Educution 
and Welfare (HËWl; James B, 
CardwelL com miss ion er of the 
Social Security Administraüon of 
HEW; Earl L. Eutz, secretary of 
the United States Department of 
Agricullure (USDA); and Wilbur

their terminating the Food Stamp 
progrem for SS1 recipients. 

According to a press release

The injunclion requires that the 
Food Stamp program bc rein- 
stated for SSÏ recipients in 
Wisconsin* effeclive September 
1, 1975, and that SSl recipiënt? 
receive a $10 credit for the 
months of July and August, 1975, 
in which they were denied food 
stamps. The credit would reduce 
the payment required Lo purchase 
food stamp? for the fsrst month of 
parLidpatiun in the program. 

The SSJ program was estab- 
lished in January, 1974, as a 
.successor to the fermer welfare 
programs for eldorly, blind and 
disabled individu als. Under it, 
eligihle persons rereive a federal 
benefit and if, the state elects, a 
state supplementary benefit. 

States have the option of 
setting the level of supplementn- 
Lion high so as £o include the 
bonus value of the food stamps 
(and Lhus ''cash-out' 1 food 
stamps! or at a lower leve! at 
which SSl recipients would re- 
main eügibïe for food stamps. 

Ju January, 1974, Wisconsin 
along with four other States 
notifiod the federal govommeni 
that they would “cash-oui/ 1 foud 
stamps.

Cancer begins with onc or 
more abnormal cclls which grow 
fastor than nornükl cells — 
erowding the normal cella out 
and stealing their nourishment. 

Cancer is primanly spread in 
two ways^ l. As cancer cella 
mültiply, usually causing u 
tumor teweliingj, they invade 
surrounding tissue and continue 
lo grow.

In the conclusion af her 
speech r which faltows, Elaine

L've known a whole lot of 
people and 1 don't think I've met 
one human being more beautïful 
inside thnn Fred Hampton, who 
bclievcd evcrything hc aaid. it s 
hard to fïnd someone who's that 
way anymore, w ho says what ho 
means and means what he says, 

"Kred Hampton was wüling to 
put his very iile on the Ime, and 
more importantly. wiiling to use 
eve^y day of his lïfe in ihe 
intfests of nol Fred HampLon or 
Fred Hampton' s personal family, 
huL for a larger famüy of human 
beings — in whom he believcd 
and for whom he bid down his 
lïfe — that this largo r lamily of 
human beings, had u right 
to a botter Irfe, a more docent 
life. 

"It is for that reason, because 
of Fred Hampton s sinr^rity and 


his feefing that he could reach 
out toeach and overy one of us — 
in this room, in Chicago today 
and all over this country — and 
be sensitive to our needs and 
sensitive to us as human beings, 
that he began to bui ld programs 
in Chicago that far surpossed 
most of the other Black Panther 
Party Chapters: there waa the 
medical clïmc, there was the 
breakfast program, the re were 
Florsheim shoes being given out 
on the Soulhside and the West- 
side in the dead oi winter. 

"He'd run around every day 
from sun uptosun dow*n and past 
that to do one thing: to build up 
people 's in vol vemen t, to build up 
programs for peopie, Fred Ilamp¬ 
ion walking around here talkmg 
rhctoric or walking around here 
with a gun on his hip, he wuukl 
not have beeai as dangêrous us he 
was — Fred.Hampton reach ingout 
Éo nüllions of petsple here in 
Chicago and around the country, 
reaching oul through programs 
that would sen,e people's needs, 
reach ing ouf through concrete 
way s and thröugh the vory 
exampLe of his life, 

"That same kind of thing 
höppened throughoisl the Party in 
1969, and by lU Linie they got 
around to kiiling Fred Hampton 
and rniding the Black Panther 
Party office m Los Angeles fuur 
days later, they wcre desperate. 
The Party had nol fnlde d , The re 
were raids in every single Party 
Chapter and Brunch, from I^oui- 
sinna to Nnrth Cnrolma, to lowa T 
to Chicago; several raids in 
Chicago. aeveral raids in Los 
Angeles. All Lhis to say, 'Listen, 
we have so much force wc can 
cru ah and wipe tlüs Party out and 
anyone w ho wanls to pby around 
and mess around with the Black 
Panther Party tou.’

. .When ï was in the group 
IUNIA) ihere were over 3,000 
people involved around the or- 
ganizatïon. We held meetings in 
the community Lwice a month. 
You didn i have lo be a member 
to come to the meetings, thoygh, 
Ma reus Garvey w r ould come and 
speak at every meeting. " Brother 
Griffin knew Marcus Garvey 
personally and retnembers 
Garvey as a man 'for Black 
people/’ 

Brother Griffin moved lo Cali- 
fornia bccause his late wife — 
she died of pneumonia in No¬ 
vember, 1972, after 25 vears of 
marriage — wantod lo be nearher 
sister, Mr, and Mrs. Griffin were 
hnppily married. ‘T loved her 
because she was nice and a 
ChrisLian woman. 1 loved her all 
the way," hq said. 

Now retired, Brother Griffin 
survtves on meager Social Secu- 
rily and old agc pension funds, 
lotaling $318.00 per month. He 
lives in Qnk Center Tower, a 
senior Citizen's home located in 
West Öakland.

In this Issue, THE BLACK 
PANTHER begin* a series of 
articles on thé oppres sive paliticat 
economie and social condBtions 
faced by Black African f-vomern 
nader the racist apartheid regime 
of South Africa. The series is 
re print cd from o special United 
Nat ion s report submitted by the 
directör-general of the Interna¬ 
tional Labor Office to the 60th 
Séssiott of the International Labor 
Conference held in Junc t 1975. 
The report is particukirly signifi¬ 
cant because 1975 has been 
designated by the U* N. as 
International Women's Year 

Th is week's art iele describes 
the conditions faced by African 
women in the tribal homeland^'' 
and how the migrant labor system 
ruthlessly imposed urt Black 
South Africans by the govern- 
ment has inrtuady destrayed the 
African famüy. 

Fitr i 

ïf the African papulation in 
genera! is the vktim of oppros- 
SLon under the apartheid system, 
the lot of African women in South 
Africa is doübly unenviable. For 
they are the victims nf discrimina- 
tion both as Africans and as 
women. Paradoxically, it is be- 
cause of this doublé discrimma-

tion that their specitic probiems 
have too often nol boen accorded 
sufficiënt attention in the past. 
Si nee Lhey are women, man.v of 
their disabilLtiés are not specific 
to African women but apply to 
women tn genera!: sinco lhey are 
Africans. many of their problems 
are not canfmed to women bul are 
part nf the over-all discrimination 
to which Africans are subject. 

The International Women's 
Yuar, which is being observed m 
1975, prnvides an appropriate if 
beiated opport unity to focus 
attention on the special dis- 
abilities and problems which 
African women face wilhin the 
economie and social context of 
South Africa loday. The present 
chapter will briefly examine the 
conditiën of African women, boih 
in the,African reserves and in the 
so-called 'White nreas" before 
onumerating somé of the fontis of 
discrimination which African 
women encotinter in relatïpn to 
ernptoyment. 

A substantial majorïty of the 
permanent population of the 


African reserves in South Africa 
is made up of women. children 
and old people, This situaLion 
s ris e s from a combinatioii of 
economie conditions in the re¬ 
serves and the South African 
géve romen Cs policy of migrant 
labor. It istm undisputed fact that 
thé African "homelands," rie- 
spïte somt in vest ment efforls in 
recent years. cfinnot support 
ecnnomically more than a smal! 

F radio n of their present populn- 
iton, nor will thoy be nblo to dn* so 
in the foresceablo fut ure. espe 
ciïilly Lakin^; inLo accoimL the 
constant increase in the size of 
Lhe African population 

IMPOVERlSHED 

With a few exceptions. lhe 
African "homclmrids" are im- 
p overis hé d rurnl iiréas, with poer 
farming soü and low average 
rainfall, tn which thé quality of 
the agricult'ural land has over the 
years further delerioratéd owmg 
lo the cumutative effocts of 
overcrowding and poor farming 
methode, In the absence nf 
any ether nuüet.s for economie 
adivily, Lhe +H home!ands" have 
betome essentially reservoirs of 
manpower for the industries and 
mines in the "White urban 
industrial areas. 

Tlhs corresponds to Lho South 
African góvemmotit's policy 
seeking to eliminfitc or. if this is 
not feasïbte. to limit to the 
minimum any permanent rights 
nf Africans Lo live and work in 
Lhese areit> rs far tus possiblH tin 
the status of migrant werkers. H 
foliows that women, wtio as 
home-builders have an essén- 
tially stobiliaing effect on thé 
labor force. do nol fit in. The 
South African guvernmenl does 
not aUow lhe wives and childron 
of the contract werkers to acconv 
pany them to their areas of 
employment, sinCC this Wülild 
favor the permanent settlement 
of such workors in those areas. 


In öddition, women are totally 
prohibited from entering most 
urban areas for purposes of work 
J or rosidence. In most cases., 
thorefore, African wives from the 
reserves may only visit their 
husbands, if thoy can afford the 
jüurney, on u visitor's pormit 
valid for ti spccific and restricted 
period. 

ABSENT MALKS 

The result is that at any given 
Linie Lht' vnwt majonity of the 
ablc-budied male populatïon is 
absent from Lhe ‘homelands/’ 
vvhere Lhe men rélum only for 
brief période betwéen contrarts, 
leaving behïnd them the women, 
the children, the old people, and 
all those who have been sent bsiclt 
to the "homelands" from the 
urban arens as unprodurtive nr 
"idlo/ or no Itmger fit for work, 
and therefore no longer useful to 
tFin economy, U is the African 
women who, as wives and 
mothers, bear the full brunt of 
this system. Tlie tragic break-up 
of African famüy life which it 
enlails led the Synod of the Dutch 
Reformed Church in Suiith Africa 
in 196& to descrihe the migratory 
labor syalem as ,i "ragtng enneer 
iti the lives of the BantU " 

In addition to thé loncliness 
and insécurity Lhin brings lo the 
African wife Jéft ,behind in the 
reserve, she corrics the principa! 
burelen of hringing up and 
feeding hc+r chidrén. For Lhis she 
is dependent largoly on the few 
rropsshe is ah\v to cultivale from 
Lhe famüy plot and on the 
remiUïmcéS she receives from 
her husbïmd's pay (which does 
not include family allowancés]. 
Hut even the latter aource nf 
income is not forLhctnning in 
some cases, where the morriage 
breELks u[> as a resnlt of prolonged 
separation and thé husband 
fjorms a new relations hip tn the 
urban area.

Eventually, as the movement te 
boycott the Ölympics grew 
strongor in America, they sent 
General Charles Sherrïll (a mem- 
berof the American and Interna- 
tirinal Dljnnpic Commilteesl lo 
Berlin - lo negotiate with the 
Nazie. Sherrill vigorously op* 
posed the boycott and, upon his 
return, discussed the reasons for 
Kis miss ion: 

“I went te> Germany for the 
purpose of getting at least one 
Jew on the German Olympic Leam 
and I Féél that my job is finished. 
As for obstades placod in Lhe w ay 
of Jewish athletes or any others in
